As several of his friends led hirni 
away he cried: "I'llget another gun and come back and shoot you 
this afternoon."

had already left with the records and there was no police officer in 
attendance to arrest Adler.

NEW EDITION OF STATE

DISBARMENT OF SHAY

The'detinue book 'has been abolished in the San Francisco po- 


lice department. It should be abolished everywhere, and with it 
the system of making arrests without a warrant on mere suspicion. 
The practice-of taking persons into custody without a warrant and 
holding them in close1 confinement for an indefinite period has no 
legal sanction. It is a despotic exercise of authority which the law 
act only does not authorize, but expressly'forbids. 


Although it is announced that the detinue book has been abol- 


ished in San Francisco, it is not so certain that the making of ar- 
rests without the formality of preferring a charge or securing a 
warrant will cease. It has been carried to a scandalous extreme in 
1he past. The announcement has been extorted by an action for 
damages begun in the Federal District Court against former Chief 
Martin and his bondsmen by a man who was arrested without a 
warrant and held in close confinement for seventeen days and then 
released without being discharged by a magistrate. No charge was 
filed against him and he was not given a hearing in court. He was 
not allowed to communicate with his friends or consult a lawyer. 
The action was dismissed by agreement, the plaintiff being paid'a 
satisfactory sum to drop the case. 


This suit brought home to the police qfficials the fact that they 


laid themselves liable in civil damages, and even prosecution for 
false imprisonment every time they cast a. man into prison without 
a. warrant and denied him a hearing in court or the right to con- 
sult an attorney. They have been doing this sort of thing for so long 
that the custom appeared in 'their minds to have the sanctity of 
law. As the .abuse 'continued it grew in dimensions and aggrava- 
tion. Men 'would be kidnaped on the streets, held incommunicado 
and "sweated" in the most brutal manner, arid then virtually kicked 
out of jail after the police got through with them. 'The only excuse 
or warrant for this arbitrary exercise of :power was an entry in'a 
private memorandum euphemistically called a "detinue book." No 
public record was made of the proceeding, and the only documen- 
tary evidence regarding it was'what the police1 officials chose to 
enter in their private memorandum, 'which'-was usually termed "the 
small book."

Arrests of this character specifically violated the law in several 


particulars. They denied persons so made prisoners the right to 
invoke the writ of habeas corpus, the right of bail, the: right to a 
speedy hearing in court, the right to be informed -of. the charge on 
which 'they'are'held/the right to consult counsel and the right to 
communicate with relatives and friends regarding their whereabouts, 
their business affairs or matters-looking to their defense or release 
from confinement. .Often men'arrested in this fashion were beaten^ 
threatened and otherwise 'maltreated. They had no redress. 
They 


had no witnesses. Dungeon, walls, have'no ears and cannot speak, 
and a policeman's oath can never be counted against himself in 
cases of this kind. The victim is usually either poor or has a bad 
veptitation. He may be so placed that he cannot afford to air the 
scandal -of his arrest before the public. As a rule, when a victim 
is released he is .threatened with dire vengeance if he ''makes a 
fuss." 
He is -warned to keep his mouth shut and not get in the 


way of the police again.' 


Police tyranny is not.much worse in Russia. It is not only bar- 


barous and brutal, but in plain /violation of the law,' since it de- 
nies the arrested party no less than five fundamental rights guar- 
anteed him by., statute, and '.the constitution. The right to invoke 
the writ of habeas corpus is guaranteed by Federal Constitution 
and the State Constitution, but petty police despots have not hesi- 
tated to set it' aside. It is provided in Section 849 of the Penal 
Code that when ,a person is arrested 'he must be taken before the 
nearest magistrate and charged with the offense.

Byrnes first employed it in New York and the late I. W. Lees ptrt 
it in practice in San Francisco when he was at the head of the city 
detective force. The practice spread all over the country, and "is 
now common in nearly every city of consequence in this free 
republic. Which shows how regard for personal liberty has de- 
clined in this country.

The Italians are now giving their side of the story ill-regard to 


the alleged atrocities at Tripoli. General Caneva's report has the 
ring of truth. The details he gives arc convincing because they ac- 
cord so completely with the facts of. history and .what we know of 
the Turkish and' Arab character!. He says non-combatants, largely 
composed of women, treacherously attacked the Italians in the rear, 
and that ambulance's, and Red Cross attendants were fired on; the 
helpless Italian wounded were mutilated and slain. This extract 
from the statement of the Italian commander" explains what hap- 
pened and the reasons why the 'Italian soldiers took such bitter 
vengeance on the" Tripolita'ns: 


"But suddenly, in the midst of the hard fighting from the. small 


white Arab houses back of our soldiers, there rushed out infuriated, 


men. 
Inhuman and horrible things happened. An Italian surgeon 


was killed by the father of a girl-whom he had cured and saved, 


"A wounded soldier who had been left alone for a moment by 


his comrades had his throat cut by a woman who crept -stealthily 
on him through the dead and wounded. There were cruelties un- 
speakable. Red Cross attendants carrying ,stretchers to aid fhe 
wounded Turks were treacherously slain by the wounded men. Iso- 
lated soldiers, surprised in the interior, were disemboweled." 


Archibald Forbes, in his recollections of a war correspondent, 


tells of the inhuman barbarities practiced"on the Russian wounded 
during the last Turco-Russian war. It was the regular practice of 
the Turks to kill and mutilate every wounded Russian who fell into- 
_their hands.' When the first grand assault on Plevna was repelled, 
the Turks murdered all, the Russian wounded and frightfully muti- 
lated the bodies. The heads of the Russian dead .were' cut off and 
piled in a great heap. Forbes was_an eye-witness of this inhuman- 
ity. At Schipka Pass the Russian wounded suffered incredible bar- 
barities at the hands of the Turks. 


The story of the Italian is in keeping with the whole history of 


Turkish warfare—its ruthlessness, oriental savagery and utter defi- 
ance of the amenities of war among civilized nations. 


That the''Turks are incomparable liars'is notorious. Lying..is- 


as legitimate as fighting, according to their view, and it is their in- 
variable rule1 to charge their adversaries with the barbarities com- 
mitted by themselves.

the timelv arrival of thn men front the 
saloon,that -saved her from-being robbed. 


"The 
man accosted me,-stepping up to 


me in a dark portion of the street," said 
Miss Foster. "I did jiot hear what he 
said, but started to turn to run away.

•also sent to addresses in the East, where' 
j. brother was thought to bo living, but 
the messages came back- undelivered. 
In the meantime Edward Eden, Coro- 
ner Sawyer's rival 
as an undertaker, 


claimed the body by virtue of an order 
authorizing 'him to conduct the burial 
•which he obtained from the 'local lodge 
of the Loyal Order of Moose of 'which 
Wjlsoa was a member. As public admin- 
istrator, Dr. Sawyer stood on 'his rights, 
where he is still standing, and refused 
to surrender.
